The sudden and rather dramatic culmination of Col- 


onel Roosevelt's suit for libel against Editor Newett at 
Marquette Saturday afternoon only hastened a result that 
to the average reader must have been regarded as a fore- 
gone conclusion, despite the fact that they had as yet 
heard no word of defense by the newspaper man. The 
public had been given no insight into the real basis for the 
charge that the former president was addicted to the ex- 
cessive use of liquor, bxit in the light of the sweeping ar- 
ray of eminent witnesses who declared that Colonel 
Roosevelt's use of intoxicants is most temperate, it is dif- 
ficult to conceive that any sort of testimony could have 
been brought forward to outweigh their testimony, given 
from long and intimate relations with the distinguished 
plaintiff. Editor Ncwett pursued a manly course in his 
admission that he had doubtless been misled into making 
statements which had no basis in fact, and Colonel Roose- 
velt was magnanimous in dpdnring that he sought not 
monetary recompense hut vindication of his character 
which had been unjustly assailed. The nominal damages 
of six cents, fixed by ^Michigan law, and returned by the 
jury under the court's instructions, in no sense detract 
from, the completeness of Colonel "Roosevelt's victory. 
TJafere are plenty of people who hold the view that the 
slander was one which a man in Colonel "Roosevelt's posi- 
tion could have ignored without impairment of his stand- 
ing in popular esteem, for that is secure enough. The man 
in public life is inevitably a target for attack, but the 
Roosevelt-Newett incident, now happily closed, merely il- 
lustrates the fact that there is a point even in their case 
beyond which vicious and unwarranted criticism must not 
go.

Every mother should determine if 


anything is to be neglected it must not 
be the little helpless atom of humanity 
whose only hope and shelter is her ten- 
der heart and loving arms. 


Take time to bathe .your baby every 


morning, even if you must leave the 
breakfast dishes until later. 


Bathing the baby is such a delightful 


task that it doe* not seem possible that 
any mother would neglect it. She can 
make it her rest time during the morn- 
ing. 
A baby should he bathed every 


day if it is perfectly normal and does 
not show any temperature, but if the 
baby is the least bit 
feverish 
and 


"fussy" a sponge bath in tepid water 
often wilt do him more good than a 
dose of medicine. 


The bath should be of lli« temnera- 


turc of PS degrees F., and this shr.uld 
be decided by the use of a thermometer 
and not by the hand. The child should 
be ready for the hath when the bath 
is ready for !he child, or the w.-iter will 
become too cold.
